WASHINGTON, June 15.—Congress was asked today 
to empower President Roosevelt to turn the nation’s entire 
automotive industry into a gigantic aircraft factory at once 
to produce 50,000 warplanes for the hard-pressed Allies. 
The resolution, drafted by Senator Pepper (I)., Fla.), 
drew fire, however, even before its formal introduction, par­ 
ticularly from Senator Holt (D., W. Va.), who scored it as 
‘‘d ic ta to ria l.” 
Pepper’s proposal reflected the grave concern manifest 
in many congressional quarters over the desperate plight of 
the Allies. Talk turned to the fate of the French fleet in the 
even t France was forced to capitulate.
